concurrent resolutions-messages from the House of Rep- 
resentatives, that they be appropriately, and that the 
President of the Senate, the President pro tempore, and 
the Acting President pro tempore be authorized sign duly 
enrolled bills and joint resolutions.

project in Tamaqua, Pennsylvania to be converted from 
tenant based assistance to project based rental assistance

The Waters amendment that excludes from administra- 
tive grievance procedures an eviction or termination of

The rule authorizes the 
Chair to accord priority in recognition to Members who 
have pre-printed their amendments in the Congressional 
Record. Finally, the rule provides one motion to recom- 
mit, with or without instructions. Testimony was heard 
from Chairman Young and Representatives Herger and 
Miller of California. 


JUVENILE CRIME CONTROL ACT 


Committee on Rules: Granted, by a vote of 8 to 3, a modi- 
fied closed rule on H.R. 3, Juvenile Crime Control Act 
of 1997, providing one hour of general debate equally di- 
vided between the chairman and ranking minority mem- 
ber of the Committee on the Judiciary, The rule provides 
that the committee amendment in the nature of a sub- 
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stitute will be considered as an original bill for amend- 
ment purposes and will be considered as read. The rule 
waives points of order against the committee amendment 
in the nature of a substitute for failure to comply with 
clause 5(a) of rule XXI (appropriations on a legislative 
bill). 

The rule provides that no amendments to the com- 
mittee amendment in the nature of a substitute will be 
in order except those printed in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Rules. The rule provides that each amendment 
may be offered only in the order printed in the report, 
shall be debatable for the time specified in che report 
equally divided between the proponent and an opponent, 
and is not amendable except as specified in the report. 

The rule allows the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole to postpone votes during consideration of the bill, 
and to reduce the vote to five minutes on a postponed 
question if the vote follows a fifteen minute vote. Finally, 
the rule provides one motion to recommit, with or with- 
out instructions. Testimony was heard from Chairman 
Hyde and Representatives McCollum, Dunn, Conyers, 
Scott, Watt of North Carolina, Lofgren, Jackson-Lee of 
Texas, Waters, Delahunt, Traficant, Stupak and 
Blumenauer.

CONCURRENT BUDGET RESOLUTION FOR FY 
1998 


Committee on Rules: Granted, by voice vote, a modified 
closed rule on H. Con, Res. 84, establishing the congres- 
sional budget for the United States Government for fiscal 
year 1998 and setting forth appropriate budgetary levels 
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for fiscal years 1999, 2000, 2001, and 2002. The rule 
waives all points of order against the resolution and 
against its consideration. The rule provides for five hours 
of general debate (including one hour on the subject of 
economic goals and policies) equally divided and con- 
trolled by the chairman and ranking minority member of 
the Committee on the Budget and 20 minutes controlled 
by Representative Minge or his designee. The rule pro- 
vides for the consideration of those 5 amendments in the 
nature of a substitute designated in section 2 of the reso- 
lution, if printed in the portion of the Congressional 
Record designated for that purpose, which may be offered 
only in the order designated, may be offered only by a 
Member designated, shall be considered as read, shall be 
debatable for 20 minutes (except as specified in the rule) 
equally divided and controlled by a proponent and an op- 
ponent, and shall not be subject to amendment. All 
points of order are waived against the amendments des- 
ignated in section 2. The rule allows the Chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole to postpone votes during con- 
sideration of the bill, and to reduce to five minutes on 
a postponed question if the vote follows a fifteen minute 
vote. The rule provides that the adoption of an amend- 
ment in the nature of a substitute shall constitute che 
conclusion of consideration of the concurrent resolution 
for amendment. The previous question shall be considered 
as ordered on the concurrent resolution and amendments 
thereto to final passage without intervening motion ex- 
cept amendments offered by the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Budget to achieve mathematical consist- 
ency. The rule further provides that the concurrent reso- 
lution will not be subject to a demand for a division of 
the question of its adoption. Finally, the rule provides 
that rule XLIX (establishment of statutory limit on the 
public debt) shall not apply with respect to the adoption 
by the Congress of a concurrent resolution on the budget 
for fiscal year 1998. Testimony was heard from Chairman 
Kasich, Representatives Hobson, Smith of Michigan, Shu- 
ster, Doolittle, Sam Johnson of Texas, Doggett, Thomp- 
son, Minge, Brown of California, Oberstar, Peterson of 
Minnesota, DeFazio, Waters, Boyd, and Turner.

The rule provides for consider- 
ation of the committee amendment in the nature of a 
substitute now printed in the bill as an original bill for 
the purposes of amendment and all points of order are 
waived against the amendment in the nature of a sub- 
stitute. The rule makes in order only those amendments 
printed in the report of the Committee on Rules and the 
amendments en bloc described in section 3 of the resolu- 
tion. The rule provides that, except as specified in section 
5 of the resolution, amendments will be considered only 
in the order and manner specified in the report. Except 
as otherwise provided in the report, amendments shall be 
debatable for 10 minutes divided between a proponent 
and an opponent. Amendments shall be considered as 
read and are not amendable (except for pro forma amend- 
ments offered by the Chairman and ranking minority 
member of the National Security Committee). All points 
of order are waived against the amendments printed in 
the report and those described in section 3 of this resolu- 
tion. The rule provides for an extra 60 minutes of debate 
on Bosnia, equally divided between the chairman and 
ranking minority member of the Committee on National 
Security. The rule authorizes the Chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Committee or his designee to offer amend- 
ments en bloc consisting of amendments in part 2 of the 
report or germane modifications thereto, which shall be 
considered as read except that modifications shall be re- 
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ported, shall be debatable for 20 minutes divided be- 
tween the Chairman and ranking member of the National 
Security Committee or their designees and which shall 
not be subject to amendment or demand for division of 
the question. The rule provides that, for the purposes of 
inclusion in such amendments en bloc, an amendment 
printed in the form of a motion to strike may be modi- 
fied to the form of a germane perfecting amendment to 
the text originally proposed to be stricken. The original 
proponent of an amendment included in such amend- 
ments en bloc may insert a statement in the Congres- 
sional Record immediately before the dispositions of the 
en bloc amendments. The rule permits the Chairman of 
the Committee of the Whole to postpone votes on any 
amendment and to reduce to 5 minutes the time for vot- 
ing after the first of a series of votes provided that the 
first vote is not less than 15 minutes. The rule also per- 
mits the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole to 
recognize for consideration of any amendment printed in 
the report out of the order in which printed, but not 
sooner than one hour after the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on National Security or a designee announces from 
the floor a request to the effect. The rule provides one 
motion to recommit, with or without instructions. Fi- 
nally, the rule provides that House Resolutions 161, 162, 
and 165 are laid on the table.

Whole rose on July 22, 1997. The rule provides that each 
amendment made in order shall be considered as read and 
shall be debatable for 10 minutes (except as otherwise 
specified in section 2 of the rule) equally divided and 
controlled by the proponent and an opponent. The rule 
allows the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole to 
postpone votes during consideration of the bill, and to re- 
duce to five minutes on a postponed question if the vote 
follows a fifteen minute vote. The rule also provides that 
after a motion that the Committee rise has been rejected 
on a day, another such motion on that day may be enter- 
tained only if offered by the Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations or the Majority Leader or their des- 
ignee. The rule provides that after a motion to strike out 
the enacting words of the bill has been rejected, the 
Chairman of the Committee of the Whole may not enter-

ment, and shall not be subject to a demand for a division 
of the question in the House or in the Committee of the 
Whole. The rule grants authority to the Chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole to postpone recorded votes and 
reduce voting time to 5 minutes provided that the first 
vote in a series is not less than 15 minutes. Finally, the 
rule provides one motion to recommit, with or without 
instructions. Testimony was heard from Chairman Leach 
and Representatives Castle, LaFalce, and Vento.

The 
rule allows the Chairman of the Committee of che Whole 
to postpone recorded votes and reduce to five minutes the 
voting time on any postponed question, provided that the 
voting time of the first in any series of questions is not 
less than 15 minutes. Finally, the rule provides one mo- 
tion to recommit, with or without instructions. Testi- 
mony was heard from Representatives Taylor of North 
Carolina, Horn, Moran of Virginia, Sabo, Dixon, Hoyer, 
Meek of Florida, Norton and Jackson-Lee of Texas.

AMTRAK REFORM AND PRIVATIZATION ACT

The 
rule provides that the amendment printed in part 2 of 
the Rules Committee report may only be offered by the 
Member designated in the report, shall be considered as 
read, shall be debatable for thirty minutes equally divided 
and controlled by the proponent and an opponent, and 
shall not be subject to amendment. Finally, the rule pro- 
vides one motion to recommit, with or without instruc-

tion measures) and section 306 of the Congressional 
Budget Act of 1974 (requiring provisions in the jurisdic- 
tion of the Committee of the Budget to be referred to 
or reported by the Committee on the Budget). The rule 
also provides, notwithstanding clause 5(c) of rule XXIII 
(relating to motions to strike unfunded mandates), for 
consideration of only those amendments printed in the re- 
port of the Committee on Rules and that these amend- 
ments may only be offered in the order listed in the re- 
port and only by the Member designated in the report, 
shall be considered as read, shall be debatable for the 
time specified in the report equally divided and con- 
trolled by a proponent and an opponent, shall not be sub- 
ject co amendment and shall not be subject to a demand 
for a division of the question in the House or in the 
Committee of the Whole. The rule waives points of order 
against the last amendment printed in the Rules Com- 
mittee report for failure to comply with clause S(a) of 
rule XXI (prohibiting appropriations in authorization 
measures) and section 306 of the Congressional Budget 
Act of 1974 (requiring provisions in the jurisdiction of 
the Committee of the Budget to be referred to or re- 
ported by the Committee on the Budget). The rule allows 
the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole to reduce 
the voting time on any postponed question to five min- 
utes provided that that vote follows a fifteen minute vote. 
The rule provides that after a motion that the Committee 
rise has been rejected on a day, the Chairman may enter- 
tain another such motion on that day only if offered by 
the Majority Leader or his designee. The rule also pro- 
vides that after the motion to strike out the enacting 
words of the bill (as described in clause 7 of rule XXIII) 
has been rejected, the Chairman may not entertain an- 
other such motion during the further consideration of the 
bill. The rule provides one motion to recommit with or 
without instructions. Further, the rule waives points of 
order against consideration in the House of S. 104 for 
failure to comply with section 306 of the Congressional 
Budget Act of 1974 (requiring provisions in the jurisdic- 
tion of the Committee of the Budget to be referred to 
or reported by the Committee on the Budget). The rule 
provides for the consideration of a motion to strike all 
after the enacting clause of S. 104 and to insert in lieu 
thereof the provisions of H.R. 1270, as passed by the 
House. Finally, the rule provides that upon the adoption 
of the motion and the Senate bill as amended, it is in 
order to move that the House insist on its amendment 
to S. 104 and request a conference thereon.
